New Rule Made by the Treasury Department
Ooncerning Them,

EDITORS WILL NO LONGER BE ADWITTED

Evon Shoald They e Wealthy or T helr
People Powowsed of Fortanes the New
Order Wil 3o Rigidly Eanforced

Agnlnst Them,

Wasmisaron, D C, May 4. —=Suporintend-
ent Henry Stumpf, with the approbation of
Sevrotary Carlidle, hus made 4 new and Im-
portint ruling, overturning former practices
s to the ndmission of idiot immigrants
when accompanied by thelr parents fnto the
United Sthtes, The declsion s called forth
by 8 case where ignorant of the law, and
whoere they were able and anxious to sup-
port thele idiot ¢hild,

Superintendent Stumpfl holds that the act
mnkes each class of debarred lmmigrants
separate and distinet, It deboars un idiot
absolutely, and the fact that the idiov
might hiave n private fortune, or rvelations
amply able to provide for his wants, cannot
be taken into consideration any more than it
might be taken iato consideration in an
apphention to take a person suffering from n
lonthsome or dangerous contiurlous disease.

From sympathy the department would be
inclined to depart from tho elenr roading of
the lnw. The department regrets, howevaer,
thut it has berome an imperative necessity
to enforee the law in this case in order to ge-
cure the benefit of its humane pravisions o
others who misht otherwise be  induced to
embark on o frialtless voyngee,

EULALIE'S VISIT,

Ouestlons of Etlguerty Which Ter Coming
fins Aroused,

Wasinnaros, D0 G, May 14 —The uncer-
tainty surrounding the visit of the Priucess
Infanta Eulalie to the United States to visit
the World's fair, which has been attributed
ou the one hand to the feur on the puart of
the infants that she would not be able to
undergo the futizue of the round of onter-
tainmoents areanged for her, if she were
able Lo withstand the rigors of
the climate: and on the other hané, toa =
satisfaction by the Spanish officials with
Jhe chaeneter of the reception und the man
ner of the entertainment provided by this
government for its guests, arises  from
neither cause,  The real cause of the uncer-
tadnty, it was learned today, is that the rep-
resentatives of Spain and the United States
have thus fur failed to reach o satisfactory
understunding regurdiog the program of
courtesies to be exchangoed between the
sresident and the infants in the course of

or stay in Washington.

According to custom, the princess at
convenlent period sfter her wrerival, would
call upon the president and Mys, Cloveland
at the white house.  Whether or not the
president should return the eatl upon thoe
princess at her quartors in the hotel, Is the
question, upon the settloment of wnich de-
pends the {future course of the infunta,  The
Spanish representatives, it is understood,
insist that the return visit to the princess
Is one thit is dug by courtesy und should be
pald, They argue that the princess is the

wrsomtl representative of the queen and
i!i in the Unitod States upon the express iu-
vitatlon of the conzress therpof Under
these conditions and these only, they feel
thitt the return visit should be pald.  {f the
fnfpota were traveling as a tonvist merely,
she would pay her respects to the president,
butno visit from him would be expoected, nor,
indeed, would it be proper.  \Were she here
us the representative of the goyvernment of
Spain no suswering visit would be expected
to her call upon the president; but us the
representative in her person of the quesn,
delegated by her under the invitation
of the [Toited States to visit this country,
the Spunish ofeials are quoted ws saying
that that courtesy which should obtuin to
individunls of the same rank, not etiquette,
demnnds that the visit of the infanta be pe
dprnralml by the president,

T'he subject has been thoroughly discussed
In Madeld, A telegram  from  that
eapital printea op Suturdsy moeroing ex-
iressing an  apprehension that the infunia's
Luallh would not permit her 1o continue on
hor journey to the United States is con-
strucd here 45 prepariog  for her return to
Spain from Cuba, i1t s found necessary to
chisnge the original program,  The situstion
is embavesssing and miny sugeestious have
been mnde of expedients to relieve it. One
of these, 1t is understood, is that the infanta
and suite be entertained st the white house
durtng her stay, thus chvinting altogether
the dimfculty over the visit. There I8 no
precedent for the guldance of officiuls hoere,
A8 10 one dassuming Lo be Lthe personsl repre-
sentutive of a sovercign uver visited Lhis
sountey.

—The supreme
court of the Unitea States is expeoted 1o ni-
Journ for the term at fhe  close of It session
tomorrow, to meot agiin the second Monday
in October next. Béfore adjournment the
court will advanee its opinion and judgment
in a npumber of Hnportant cases that
have  been  submitted  for  ponsidern-
tion in the  course of the term
drawing tw a  close The docket
of argued cases i8 now  comparatively
smull, the session of Woednesdny having af-
forded the court an opportunity for roducing
it by the disposition 6f twenty-three cases.
There still remnin, however, about ALy,
whien include the Chineso registration act
nnid the hat trimming case recently arghed,

Paxama, Colombia, (vin Galveston, Tex.),
May 4. —[By Moxican Cable to the Now
York Herald—sSpecial to Tue Bee ] -Ex-
Présidont Zavala of Nicaragun today tele-
graphed the following from Grandada, where
the provisional governmoent Is  established:
“Almost all thecoun ey has risen against the
government.  The departments of Grenada,
Mozenn, Rivas, Chantales, Matagalpa,
New Segovin and Lake Nicaragua have
risen.  San Juin and the Atlantic coast are
lu the possossion of the revolutionists. Presi-
dent Socon hnss been reduced to the capital,
He isdeawing his resoucces of men and
monay from the departments of Leon and
Chinandegn,  The revolutionist army is on-
eamped at Masaya. Three formdable at-
tacks by government troops have been re-
pulsed with great loss to tho nssailnnts,
The government I8 on the defensive, The
revolution advances daily and its triumph is
cortain !

Two More Forts Captured,

Fort San Carlos, at the head of the San
Junt river, Niearvagun, and Fort Costillo, on
tne lne of the proposed Nicavagonn  canal,
have been eaptured by the revolution-
ists. 1t is reported that they have
seized  the  canal  proporty  and  that
the government has been eut off from dn
outlot to the const on the east boundary of
Nicaragua, The forts wore taken by the
revolutionists on the night of May 11, but
the news of theie capture did not reach San
Juan del Sur until today. It was immedi-
ately cabled to me by the Horald's corre-
spondent in that port,

General Gutiorez and Colonel Malaver com-
manded the vevoluvionary trodps  which
took possession of the forts.  They capuured
several eannon  and miny rifles, which were
at once sent to  Granada, where the provi-
sional government has estiblished  its head-
quarters, The posscssion of these forts is
mast important to thoe revolutionists, It
ndds strength to the movemoent, and when
its importinde becomes  fully  rocognlzed
among  the rank and e cannot Tafl o moke
them all the more enthusinstic in the canse,

Canal Proporty Not Malosted,
" The statement that canal property loas
been seizod is not eredited, however, because
itis not believed the revolutionlsts would
arpuse the open opposition of the United

Stutes government. It is belisved to be
more  probuble  that  the forts  are
being  held merely  on account  of
their strategie  importance, snd  that
canal property will not be molested. The

fact that their possession gives tho revolu-
tionists entive control of the route to the
eastern const of the country, thus preventing
the governient from obuning supplies from
thut quarter, made theie eapture one of the
eariiest objects of the revolution, and ity
not helieved here that having  oceupied
them the rebel leaders would be  foolish
enough to commit an act which would causo
the United States government to interfero.
It is thought that if the revolutionists huve
interfered with the canal property in dny way
it was ina friendly spivit, and should this
prove troe it might be accepted as contirm-
ing the statement of Minister Guzmun at
Washington, in which he accused the Niva-
ragun Cunal company of adding the uprising
aguinst President Sovosa,
Fltchol Buttleo Imminent,

Another cable dispateh from the Herald's
correspondent {n San Juan del Sur says that
i battle is oxpectid to oceur at any minute
in Boarrancs, near Masaya, The govern-
meut is mussing s troops near that
town, and I8 preparing to attuck the
revolutionists, 1t has 2,000 well armed
men  and six  Krupp  guns. A well
wrained Fronch artillery ofMeer is in com-
mund of the batteries, At the top of a steep
hill the vevolutionary forces, 1,000 strang, are
well fortified. Their position is defended by
batteries of five brass Held pleces and two
Krapp guns,  When the expected battle
tales place (v is believed the fate of the rev.
olution will bo settled.

The revolutionary leaders hinve no doubu
that their forcea will be successful. They
ure counting largely upon the enthusinsm

aroused by  the uninterrupted  series
of  succesacs  which  have so far at-
tendoed  theire 0l,m|‘utiun;1. They  assert

that the government troops, who are under
the commuaud of General Urtecho, wre not
enthusiustie, many of them hoaving been
forced  into tha service. On the other
hand they declare thiat the revolutionary
soldiers are all volupteers, and are thor
otghly in earnest,  Evory soldier, it is sall,
knows that the coming battle will be the
turiing poiot in the war, und for that reason
will fight with determinution,
Emply Is the Cash Box,

The government is reported to be  embyr-
rassed by the fact thut I8 treasury is
empty, It has issued o decree of forced loan
of S00,000, but bas found it lmpossible to
collect even o smull  portion  of the
funds, It reports coneerning the
finances of the revolutionary party be true,
it s well supplied with woney, amole funds
baving been furnished by the wealthy men
who are eltherconnected with the leadership
or arve in sympathy with the movemeut,
